Yo u 
can ’t affo rd that. 
Co sts to o mu ch. 
The better fo o d yo u feed the mo re 
carefu l yo u sho u ld be o f the mpnu re. 
There' is mo re pro fit in gro wing an 
animal than in fattening o ne already 
gro wn. 
Pro fitable feeding co nsists in giv­ 
ing an animal all that it will eat and 
digest pro perly 
If sto ck is to be kept gro wing It is 
necessary that they be fed well, bu t 
avo id waste. To do this, give them all 
they will eat u p clean, bu t no mo re. 
Go o d feeding has mu ch to do with 
early matu rity, bu t the 
fo u ndatio ns 
fo r it lie in the breed. S tart right and 
all the rest is easy, inclu ding the so ­ 
lu tio n o f the qu estio n o f pro fit.

Told to Take Action O nly in 
Clear Case«. 


Washington, March 24.—Amendment 
of the Mau n white slave law probably 
will be recommended by the depart­ 
m ent of ju stice as a resu lt of the op 
erations of blackmailers iu all parts of 
the cou ntry. 
Evidence that tho law is being u sed 
for blackmailing pu rposes lias been 
presented to the departm ent in eu ch 
qu antities that the variou s federal dis­ 
trict attorneys are to be allowed the 
widest discretion as to the advisability 
of prosecu ting complaints u nder the 
act u ntil it is amended so as to limit 
its application to commercial vice. 
Under prosecu tions so far the law 
has tu rned ou t to be a one-sided affair, 
in which the man su ffers the extreme 
penalty and the woman, even if she is 
willingly gu ilty, goes free. As a resu lt 
of this, many men trapped into viola­ 
tion of the law have paid blackmail to 
escape prosecu tion. 
Recently the de­ 
partm ent discovered in a large city a 
cliqu e of seven women who enticed 
men across a nearby state line and 
then threatened to prosecu te them u n­ 
der the Mann act. in ffnother instance 
a man paid blackmail for some months 
and then was met with a demand for 
a large su m of money in a lu mp. 
He 
cou ld not afford It, so came to W ash­ 
ington and threw himself on the mercy 
of the department. 
The departm ent 
ordered the local district attorney to 
get the state au thorities to prosecu te 
the woman on the charge of blackmail. 
Many other similar incidents have 
been called to the departm ent’« atten-
